"MSny ~ol Ihe -counties 
have scarcely anything to show for 
thejumdrads of thousands' of dollars 
tEeyhave expended. Jhe.aggregate 
of these debtvis $11,082,757 16, and 
the total value of public property is 
$10,703,340.- 
San Francisco has 


property worth four million dollars 
in excess of its debts, which is an 
excellent record for the successive 
administrations that have had con- 
trol, and can fairly onset the abuse 
that has been heaped indiscriminate- 
ly upon every Board of Supervisors 
and every delegation that has rep- 
resented the city in the Legislature. 
The debt of Alameda county is placed 
at 8269,269 69, the value oi its'prop- 
erty at 890,894, and the rate of 
indebtedness seventy -two kone-hun- 
dredths of one per cent, on the 
amount of its assessment roll. 
In 


all the other counties of much im- 
portance the rate is higher. But the 
figures for this county are not coi- 
rect. The Court House and jail cost 
about $240,000, and with the two 
blocks of land the county owns on 
Broadv.ay and its infirmary farm, 
its

8350,000.

been paid for the lot, no jnat claim 
could be brought again it the De- 
partment.

sented to the Board for its propor- 
tion of the cost of the sewer called 
for $1 per lineal foot, wherein the 
contractor states that he built the 
sewer for twenty-seven sents per 
foot. He therefore moved that the 
bill be not allowed. Carried, 


SCHOOL FUKNITUBE. 


Mr. Folger reported that he had re- 


ceived three samples of furniture for 
the new Prescott School building in 
West .Oakland, asked that the matter 
of chusihg between them be left to 
the Coruu>i|tee of the Whole. So re- 
ferred.
